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Coffee County Schools receive report card

The State of Alabama's State Su- 
perintendent of Education released 
the first report card on each of the 
127 local school systems in the state. 

This concept of letting the 
schools know how they are measur- 
ing up was initiated by State Super- 
intendent Ed Richardson. 

Not only is the report card easy 
for educators to read, it can also be 
easily interpeted by parents of chil- 
dren in the system, 

The report card provides indica- 
tors of the school system’s perfor- 
mance and gives it a grade of A, 
B,C, Dor F. 

Basically, the report card contains 
test score data compiled from the 
Stanford Achievemnet Test (SAT) in 
grades 3 through 11; the high school 
exit exam; and the writing tests in 
grades 5 through 7. 

Also included is data on enroll- 
ment; average daily attendance; cur- 
rent expenditures per pupil in aver- 
age daily attendance; the percentage 
of students eligible for free/reduced 
price on lunches; percentage of 
teachers with advanced degrees; per- 
centage of federal and local revenues 
and local tax effort for schools. 

Roger Bowden, Superintendent of 
Coffee County Schools, stated, “We 
received a B on the Stanford 
Achievement Test system wide. This 
is something we are very proud of.” 

He added, “Our scores went up in 

every grade level except grades 3 
and 5,” 
“Our students performed admira- 
bly in the exit exam making two B’s 
and a C,” Bowden said. “There is 
room for improvement here and we 
will strive to do better!” 

Bowden has met with each of the 
principals in the county system's 
three schools and emphasized to 
them the importance of doing well 
on the report card. 

Next year, in lieu of a system - 
wide report card, each school will re- 
ceive one,

“We ask that each parent also 
help by seeing that their children at- 
tend school regularly, see that they 
behave in class and do the work re- 
quired of them, ” said Bowden. 

“Hopefully, together, we can 
show improvement on a yearly basis. 
This is the goal that we have estab- 
lished for our schools.”

Abuse of Federal Assistance Programs Targeted 


With the passage of federal 
welfare reform legislation (his year, 
incidents of abuse of taxpayer dollars 
in federal assistance programs should 
become rare. In separate actions, 
Congress has passed into law mea- 
sures to stop ‘crazy check’ fraud, and 
to further restrict alcoholics and drug 
addicts from public assistance 

Today, many disabled children 
rightly collect benefits from the U.S. 
Government’s Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income (SSI) program and in 
doing so are also automatically eli- 
gible for Medicaid, SSI is a Social 
Security program which assists the 
disabled. While this program per- 
forms a valuable service for thou- 
sands of disabled American youths, 
there exists a flaw inthe system which 
has led to its abuse by the unquali- 
fied. 

A 1990 Supreme Courtruling, 
unfortunately, opened the door for 
many parents to abuse the SSI pro- 
gram by falsely claiming their chil- 
dren were disabled. The parents found 
that they could receive SSI checks if 
their children demonstrated abnor- 
mal behavior in school, Many par- 
ents encouraged their children to fail 
psychological evaluations to qualify 
for these SSI payments, or ‘crazy 
checks’ as they are known, 

Just how much money were 
these parents, in effect, stealing from 
the taxpayers? Some were able to 
secure as much as $450 a month tax 
free for each child — which comes 
to $5,400 a year — just from coach- 
ing their children to misbehave, To 
make matters worse, there have been 
cases where parents have actually 
placed more than one ‘unqualified’ 
childon SSI, So widespread has been 


the problem that the number of ‘dis 
abled’ children collecting SSI jumped 
from 300,000 in 1989 to nearly 
900,000 in 1994, [f nothing had been 
done to stop this abuse as many as 1,9 
million children would be receiving 
SSI by the year 2000. 

One of the provisions of the 
Congressional welfare reform bill, 
which was signed into law by the 
President in August, turns off the tap 
on these federal funds to all but the 
truly disabled. In short, to be eligible 
for SSI benefits parents must now 
show clear and valid medical evi- 
dence of severe physical or psycho- 
logical impairment of their children, 
No more coaching and no more abuse 
of taxpayers’ dollars. 

Earlier in the year, the House 
and Senate passed similarly impor- 
tant legislation signed by the Presi- 
dent on March 29, which halts SSI 
and Social Security Disability Insur- 
ance (DI) benefits for drug addicts 
and alcoholics. This new law prohib- 
its these federal benefits from going 
to people whose sole disability is 
proved to be the direct result of their 
drug or alcohol addiction. This ac- 
tion was necessary since, in many 
cases, SSI and DI recipients have 
been using these benefits to subsidize 
their addictions at taxpayer expense, 
They were literally buying their alco- 
hol and drugs with your money. 

Americans understand that our 
society must be compassionate to 
those inreal need, However, we have 
reached our limit with those who 
would seek to absise taxpayers’ gen- 
erosity. By removing the cheaters, it 


is hoped that hundreds of millions of 


dollars can be saved and directed to 
those who truly need our help.

A recent cditorial in the Mont- 
gomery Advertiser got my attention, 
This editorial addressed the problem 
with higher education - too many 
two-year and four-year colleges in 
Alabama - which | attempted to fix 
two years ago, 

I agree with the Advertiser that 

[B)y any reasonable standard, Ala- 
bama has more institutions of higher 
learning than it needs or can proper- 
ly support. Sixteen public four-year 
colleges in a state of this size and 
fiscal capacity is ridiculous, and 
having 39 two-year schools is no 
less absurd.” (Actually, there are 31 
two-ycar schools.) 

, “Alabama's appropriateness for 
higher education--$962 million in 
the current fiscal es respecia- 
ble in this region of the country, The 
problem is the money is thinly 
spread among too many institutions 
and thus tends to foster mediocrity 
instead of supporting excellence.” 

“The sensible thing to do, of 
course, would be to close some in- 
Stituuions, to whittle down the jungle 
of higher education to a inandpeable 
system that meets the state's educa- 
tional needs at that level while mak- 
ing more responsible use of the tax- 
payer’s money. But this is Alabama 
where the politicization of higher 

education is legendary.” 

_ Later in the editorial, the Adver- 
liser stated that “[t}he best method 
for determining which schools to 
close--and actually getting that ac- 
complished--probably would be a 
commission on the order of the fed- 
eral military base closure commis- 
sion, The members of such a panel 
would have to be persons of inde- 
pendent mind and big-picture vision 
for higher education in Alabama.” 

A commission similar to the mili- 
tary base closure commission is ex- 
actly the fix I proposed during the 
1995 Regular Session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature, It got nowhere,

Students Tour Archaeological Site

On Dec. 5, the Elba High School 
Chemistry and Calculus classes traveled 
to an Archacological Site on the Banks 
at the Conecuh River at Gant. The ar- 
tifacts recovered at this site have been 
dated back around 2000 B.C. and are 
thought to belong to primitive natives. 
The area to be excavated is the future 
site of the new Conecuh River bridge 
and the new dam, but before construc- 
uion can begin the entire area must be ex- 
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cavated to remove the artifacts in order 
to preserve this part of Alabama history. 
The state highway department asked for 
bids for the cost of excavating the site. 
Troy State University had the lowest bid, 
and they have been working since Au- 


gust to remove all historical evidence of 


Artifacts being ex- 
cavated include simple tools, weapons, 
and pottery. This excavation project will 
be completed within two weeks and con- 
struction will follow.

Natural gas prices are volatile at this time, and remain above levels prevailing at 
the time the district decreased its rates in June 1995. As a result, the District is 
once again forced to adjust rates. We will continue to monitor gas prices during this 
period of volatility, in the hope that rate can be decreased in the near future. We will } 
continue to Strive to provide the highest quality natural gas service at a reasonable 
price.
